Methods Of Bringing Your 
Garden Furniture Up-To-Date 


Sun-worshippers all over Canada this year are in for a colorful as 
well as a bright summer. The ingenious folk who manufacture lawn and 
garden furniture appear to have gone to town during the past year—and 
what with the new aluminum tube frames, and gay plastics, not to men- 
tion fast-dye canvas in brilliant shades of red, blue, green and yellow, 
they've produced functional furniture of the most comfortable kind which 


is, at the same time, highly ornamental. 


Not everyone, however, cares to 
invest in such items, They may have 
a stock of well-built furniture that 
is every bit as comfortable, and they 
have no intention of scrapping it. 

If you’re one of these people, here’s 
a way in which you can bring your 
furniture into line with the modern 
variety, and make it every bit as at- 
tractive and appealing. You'll need 
some new canvas, a few simple tools, 
exterior: enamel and varnish and a 
lot of patience. 

The first step is to repair all torn 
canvas on chairs, This should be re- 
moved, and the entire chair frame 
repainted. If there are any worn 
spots make sure they are sanded 
smooth, Nail holes should be filled 
with wood filler before repainting, 
and if the paint or varnish seems 
badly scratched, it might be advis- 
able to apply a priming coat, It is 
always advisable to take careful note 
of the surface before painting, and 
perhaps such an examination will 
show considerable dirt and grime. 
This should all be removed with a 
cleaning powder and the whole piece 
should be rinsed off with clear water 


If the canvas is intact, but looks 
worn and faded, it may be given new 
life with a coating of a special can- 
vas paint whih comes in an extreme- 
ly pleasing range of colors. This ma- 
terial can be applied with an ordinary 
brush and it does not stiffen the can- 
vas, 

In all these out-of-doors painting 
jobs it’s essential to keep in mind 
several important points. You should 
wait for a good clear day, with no 
wind, Wind has an unhappy tendency 
to lay a coating of dust and seeds 
on newly-painted furniture, and it is 
much simpler to avoid the wind than 
to clean up the surface after the 
damage is done. Also, as far as paint 
and varnish are concerned, low hu- 
midity makes the best drying weath- 
er. This is an important point, for 
if there is high moisture content in 
the air it may take a little longer 
for the coating to dry, and unsus- 
pecting persons who anticipate a 
normal drying time may try to use 
the furniture with disastrous results 
to clothes and tempers. For the best 
possible job, therefore, caution in the 
selection of good painting weather is

Metal surfaces which have rusted | 


in spots should be cleaned with a wire 
brush or steel wool dipped in kero- 
sene, Touch up bare metal with met- 
al primer to prevent future corro- 
sion, After the nail holes and cracks 
have been filled, and the primer of 
enamel undercoat has been applied 
and given time to dry completely, 
the second coat may be applied. Nat- 
urally, the more coats you apply, the 
more durable a finish you'll have. 

Incidentally this year a white 
frame is particularly popular with 
canvas seating and backing in solid 
colors. As mentioned earlier these 
may be in blue, green, red or yellow. 
Any of the four show up strikingly 
against the brilliant white, The trend 
seems to be away from stains, but 
if you prefer the clear finish and the 
pleasant color of the natural wood, 
a light stain may be applied to bring 
out the grain, and the whole piece 
should then be finished with two or 
three coatings of spar varnish. It’s 
advisable to sand lightly between 
each coat. 

If any sizeable amount of garden 
furniture is to be treated, a helpful 
hint is to turn each piece upside 
down, painting the legs first. The 
chair or table may then be righted, 
and the job completed with a mini- 
mum of inconvenience to the painter. 

After the paint or varnish {is dry 
on garden chairs, the new canvas 
may be placed in position and firmly 
secured. Special tacks for such work 
are available at any hardware store.

Artificial Respiration 
Potent Saver Of Lives 


Artificial respiration has been 
| known to be successful on an appar- 
ently drowned person who had been 
under water>for as long as half an 
hour, says an editorial in the current 
issue of Health, official magazine of 
the Health League of Canada, 

The editorial stresses the impor- 
tance of widespread knowledge of 
{artificial respiration, and comments 
that in this connection “apparently 
people forget very easily.” 

It is emphasized that “some years 
ago Health called attention to the 
supreme importance of a widespread 
knowledge of artificial respiration if 
death by drowning is to be prevent- 
ed, Nine hundred deaths in a single 
year is a tragic fact because drown- 
ing is unnecessary.” Some of these 
deaths might have been prevented if 
people generally had known what to 
do when a person appeared to be 
drowned. 

Properly applied artificial respira- 
tion might save some lives this sum- 
mer, states Health which then goes 
on to explain that artificial respira- 
tion should be started immediately 
the apparently drowned person is 
taken from the water. It should be 
kept up continuously for a minimum 
of four hours unless the victim had 
recovered consciousness or rigor 
mortis had set in. 

“That these facts have been for- 
gotten,” says Health, “is shown by 
the fact that from time to time re- 
ports appear in the newspapers to 
the effect that artificial respiration 
has been discontinued in 20 minutes 
or half an hour in cases in which re- 
suscitation may have been possible. 
This applies to both drowning and 
electrical shock.

Coming Of Age 


LONDON.—An increasing number 

of engagements suggests that Prin- 
cess Margaret is officially coming of

The vivacious Princess Margaret 
now makes several speeches a week.

They are not necessarily 
old or even middle-aged, Likely as 
not, the water diviner will be in his 
early twenties.

University Of 
Alberta Expands 
With Times 


EDMONTON.—"he University 
of Alberta is keeping abreast 
with the building boom in Ed- 
monton. Four large new build- 
ings and an addition to the Uni- 
versity Hospital are expected to 
be completed this year at a cost 
of about $6,750,000. This will 
bring the cost of post-war build- 
ing on the campus to more than 
$8,000,000. 

Scheduled for opening at the end 
of the year is the Rutherford Mem- 
orial Library. Named in honor of 
Alberta's first premier, A. C. Ruth- 
erford, it cost an estimated $1,750,- 
000. The library will consolidate 
existing faculty and main libraries on 
the campus and house the Univer- 
Sity’s extension library. Capacity of 
the four-storey structure is 265,000 
volumes and 800 to 900 readers, 

The Student’s Union building, 
dream of university students for the 
last 25 years, is expected to be ready 
for summer-school students in July, 

Built at an estimated cost of $470,- 
000, the building will contain a men’s 
and women’s lounge, a mixed lounge 
and faculty room, along with offices 
for student publications and admin- 
istration. A recreation room is being 
constructed in the basement, This is 
the first unit of a proposed three- 
unit student centre. Other units will 
house gymaasium and auditorium, 

Costliest building on the campus is 
the $2,500,000 addition to University 
Hospital, expected to be completed in 
December. It will provide facilities 
for modern obstetrical and children's 
wards, 

Alberta's lateest tuberculosis sana- 
torium is the Aberhart Memorial 
Hospital, being constructed for ap- 
proximately $1,500,000. The four- 
storey building will provide facilities 
for about 400 patients. With all beds 
in rooms boasting a southern expos- 
ure and supply and _ preparation 
rooms on the north side, it will be 
sound-proof throughout, 


A $400,000 public health building 
is to be ready in September. It will 
house facilities for the provincial 
laboratory and be a centre for cancer 
research on the university campus. 

Other buildings and _ extensions 
completed since the war include two 
large four-storey wings on the medi- 
cal building at a cost of $850,000 and 
a $65,000 University Works Depart- 
ment building. 

Proposed construction for which 
plans have not yet been drawn up in- 
clude an agricultural and biological 
science building, an _ engineering 
building and administration and fine 
arts building, 

Several classrooms and offices still 
are housed in prefrabricated struc- 
tures and quonset huts erected dur- 
ing the unprecedented influx of vet- 
erans after the last war.

Time to Treat Crops With 2,4-D 


The essence of success in the 
control of weeds in growing crops 
by 2,4-D rests not only in employing 
the right chemicals at the right 
concentrations but alse in spraying 
or dusting at the right stage of 
both weed and crop growth. 

Treat Early. It cannot. be 
stressed too strongly that the best 
results with 2,4-D are obtained 
when annual weeds such as Wild 
Mustard and Stinkweed are treated 
in the seedling stage. Once annual 
weeds have grown large their 
resistance to 2,4-D_ increases 
rapidly. In consequence, the later 
the spraying or dusting is left the 
greater will be the amount of 2,4-D 
required to obtain a first-class kill; 
and the longer will the weeds be 
given a chance to compete with the 
crop. Treat early. 

Stage of Crops. Although it is 
important to treat the weeds as 
soon as the seedling stage is reached 
it is equally important to bear in 
mind the stage of crop growth. 
Too early or too late treatment 
with 2,4-D is likely to lead to crop 
injury. In the case of cereal erops 
(wheat, oats, and barley) it is 
essential to wait until the grain 
plants are in the 3-leaf stage, or 
about 6 inches high, before they 
are treated. 2,4-D should not be 
applied to cereal crops after the 
plants have reached the early shot- 
blade stage. On no account should 
cereal crops be treated when the 
plants are in the flowering or early- 
heading stages of growth. With 
flax, treatment with 2,4-D should 
be made at the earliest opportunity 
after the flax plants have formed 
4 or 5 leaves, since the weeds then 
will be more readily killed. Flax 
crops should not be sprayed or 
dusted with 2,4-D once the plants 
have started to bud. Late treatment 


of flax is likely te cause serious 
crop injury. 
Seek Advice. More detailed 


information on the proper time to 
apply 2,4-D can be obtained from 
your local Line Elevator Agent 
Ask him for a copy of our “2,4-D 
Time Treatment Chart.”
